2. assail? is a Latvian national who escaped from Latvia to 
Sweden in 19*»5- In 1951, while he vac still residing in Sweden, be 
was contacted and recruited by CIA. Subsequent to his recruitment, 
he moved to Germny where he engaged In training three RE&30X agents 
who were infiltrated into the Latvian SSH. In Hcvontber I932, the 
Subject arrived in the United state* and was utilised by Sfc/EOB as 
an agent trainer and instructor for K&D8CK operations. In the early 
spring of 1954, it was decided to train hist for a RJ33SQ& mission. Ho 
wo* infiltrated into the Latvian 85R in May 1954, KSMEKJfJ was In con- 
tact with ue, via S/fcf snd w/f , ontil December 1956. In ell of his 
communications with us, he used hie assigned indicators in a manner 
that indicated he was free fro® control, la September 1957, Radio 
Moscow announced the capture of the Subject --identifying him by true 
name. So further information oonesroing BEM&KST'a fate is available.
